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The Richmond district of San 
Francisco， because of an ever- 
inereasing Chinese population，is 
known as _ the New Chinatown.

In the_ established Chinatown 
there are more people than there 
js room to expand. For the increas- 
ing number of new immigrants ar- 
riving each year, finding accommo- 
dations elsewhere has_ become 3 
matter of utmost urgency. But in 
the past，due to discrimination 训 
housing, the ljanguage barrier, lack 
of mobility and other obstacles, 让 


was not easy for the Chinese to 


move out of Chinatown， 
Recent years have clearly shown 


“favorable changes in these condi- 


tions,，and as a result，there have 
been more and more Chinese 
homes _ established outside of 
Chinatown， 

There are three districts in San 
Francisco that have been estab- 
lished as alternative sites for set- 
tling outside of Chinatown: the 
Mission, Richmond and Sunset dis- 
triets. The North Beach area re- 
mains the first echoice for the Chi- 
nese; but this area neighboring 
Chinatown has already been 
, merged with Chinatown itself to 
,form the Chinatown-North Beach 
iarea. It can no longer be consid- 
ered an independent Chinese com- 
munity district. 

MISSION DISTRICT 

Among the three districts men- 
tioned above, the Mission was, for 
a period of time，the favorite 
settlement site for the Chinese, be- 
eause of its fine weather，conven- 


ient transportation (in terms of 
getting to and from Chinatown)， 
prosperous businesses and inex- 
pensive housing， All these were 
conditions well suited to the Chi- 
nese，. 

But before too long，the low 
rents also caused an influx of 
blacks and Chicanos into the Mis- 
sion, adding to the complex make- 
up of the residents. Moreover, dur- 
ing the construction of the BART 
stations in the Mission， businesses 
in the district were dealt a highly 
damaging blow， They have not 
recovered from that slump since. 
As a result，the Chinese stopped 
moving out in that direction. 

Then there is the Richmond. In 
this district，convenience in trans- 
portation，and an abundance of 
small businesses that provide easy 
Shopping, are assets. Also its prox- 
imity to Golden Gate Park makes 
Richmond a favorable residential 
district. In the last decade or two， 
many Chinese moved into the 
Richmond. According to real es- 
tate Sources，when a Chinese con- 
siders buying a house today，his 
first choice is the Richmond dis- 
trict， 

Due to the popular demand， 
property value has shot up over 50 
per cent in five years，And 
houses in the Richmond are rarely 
up for sale now. This has caused a 
shift of focus to the Sunset district， 
which is relatively farther away. 
The houses in the Sunset are also 
very much in demand now, as Chi- 
nese，unfamiliar with other types 
of investments, have a tendeney to

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Housing Ban Against 
Children Approved

Children could rapidly become an 
endangered species in San -Fran- 
cisco, in light of a decision made by 
the Board of Supervisors last Mon- 
day to sanction discrimination 
against families with children in 
housing rentals. 

An ordinance， sponsored by 
SuUpervisor Qtientin 玉 opp, designed 
to do away with the“no children” 
tag at the end of housing listings， 
was defeated 8-3，despite support 
from numerous individuals and 
community organizations. 

Opposition, led by Supervisor Di- 
anne Feinstein, focused on enforce- 
ment problems and on the idea that 
high-rise apartments might not be 
suitable for children to live in. It was 
stated that apartments offer no play 
area for children and that children 
might fall out of windows as well as 
damage elevators. 

It was also argued that passage of 
the ordinance might mean a viola- 
tion of rights of owners by the 
imposition of life-style patterns that 
owners might not agree with，At 
present, it was cited，50 per cent of 
the city's landlords object to having 
children on their -premises，10 Per 
cent accept them with conditions， 
and 40 per cent accept them un- 
conditionally. 


SUPPORTIVE HEARINGS 

In hearings before the board's 
Committee on Planning，Housing 
and Development，which recom- 
mended a“do-pass”on the ordi- 
nance，labor Unions，church coun- 
cils, working mothers and others ar- 
gued that the survival of a diversity 
of life styles in the city demands 
passage of the ordinance. 

They-presented statistics showing 
9an Francisco to be a city increas- 
ingly catering only to single persons 
and the elderly. Since the last cen- 
Sus, it was cited, 18 per cent of the 
school-children- population has dis- 
appeared to the suburbs and else- 
where, as families find it more di 伍 - 


cult to find housing at any Price. 

Edith Witt of the Human Rights 
Commission stated that as housing 
shortages blus increased rental costs 
are _ already problems in many 
neighborhoods ofthe city, the defeat 
of the proposal creates an additional 
burden for families living or hoping 
to live in San Erancisco. “The 
Supervisors can_ Say no' to an ordi- 
nance but not to the problem,”she 
Said . 


CHINATOWN HOUSING 

In Chinatown，where-the housing 
problem continues to be an eyesore， 
the defeat of the ordinance comes as 
a blow to many, According to Ma- 
son Wong，director of the Youth 
Service Center，with housing a pre- 
mium in Chinatown, the board's ac- 
tion means continued discrimi- 
nation against Chinese families， 
especially since 3S0 per cent of 
Chinatown's population is under 21. 

“The environment becomes Un- 
healthy when only single people and 
theelderly live here. Without a good 
cross-Section of different age- 
groups， Chinatown youths with 
family problems could be exposed to 
social conditions that do them no 
good,”he stated ， 

Wong added that the proposals 
defeat means the city's tax basis 
shrinks，with income-producing 
families moving to outlying areas， 
Many Chinese, however, in attempt- 
ing to move to subtrbia, fnd them- 
Selves beset by language and social 
problems. 

Po Wong，director of Chinese 
Newcomers Service Center，finds 
this especially true in the case of 
low-income immigrants，many of 
whom have large families. He cited 
that although landlords in China- 
town do rent to large families, the 
defeat of the proposal serves to 
magnify the already ovetcrowded 
conditions of Chinatown，in that 
housing rentals in other sections of 
the city may be foreclosed to fami- 
lies with children，

MOVING OUT OF CHINATOWN

We are gilad to see that Chinese-Americans are moving out 
of old Chinatown. To some, it means better housing and 
living conditions. To others, it means a changed neighbor- 
hood and life style. To still others, it Signifies an attempt to 
break away from the restrictions of old Chinatown and a 
willingness to joln with the larger community. 


Old Chinatown has given Chinese-Americans a place to 
jive, to work and to play for decades. ltis stHl a most re- 
assuring place for new immigrants, completely unprepared 
for a totally different culture. Old Chinatown has its posi- 
tive values. But it also has its weaknesses. Topping the list 
is that it has not kept up with the times. It is still upholding 
traditions which have long been discarded by the maljority 
of the Chinese. It has resisted the assimilation process With- 
out examining the overall effect on the second generation， 

It has, on many occasions, polarized the community residents 
on issues which have no direct effect on the community. 

Here indeed we see a microcosm filled with gossip, ruimors， 
foreign agents' activities and private feuds. 


No doubt that as Chinese-Americans move out of old 
Chinatown, they will find some ways of getting together. 
As neighbors and as .persons who share a common heritage， 
it is a healthy sign when they seek unity and fellowship. 
However we hope that when new community organiza- 
tions are formed，caution should be taken against cliquish- 
ness, clannishness, foreign _ political influence, racism, and all 
sorts of chauvanistic attitudes* in thename of Chinese tra- 
dition. 

*Traditional China was plagued by many Chauvanistic 
attitudes, such as the superiority of the male, the great Han， 
the scholar-official, the popular surnames, the well-to-do 
districts，etc.

that most of the Chinese in the 
Richmond have only a faint sense 
of awareness of one another, much 
jess an interest in coming together 
to promote the welfare of all. The 
task then to organize them is omi- 
nous and the diffieujlties in doing so 
Iany，but Wong is the last person 
to be overwhelmed by the prob- 
lem, for he is out to do something 
about 让 . 

According to Wong, the purpose 
of his program is to form“a grass- 
roots organization of indigenous 
people working together to press 
for solutions to their common 
social problems and needs.”Wong 
explained what “grass-rootSs” 
means: “We want to get at the 
problems from below ...instead of 
having solutions imposed on us 
fom above.”

the Chinese in the Richmond as 
what Wong called“a channel of 
communication to the power struc- 
ture.” Wong said that Chinese 
participation in establishedq. com- 
munity Organizations Sueh as the 
Planning Association of Richmond 
is almost non-existent. He said he 
believed that the lack of concern 
on the part of the Chinese was 
partly due to the fact that most of 
them don't care and also that there 
has not been any intermediary or- 
ganization to pave the wgy for 
them to get involved. 
COMMUNITY MINISTER 

Wong，who calls himself a com- 
munity minister and not a church 
minister，said that he saw himself 
as 3 liaison officer in playing his 
role as community developer. He 


is the go-between that works in co- 
operation with other community 
orgaliizations -in coordinating SO- 
cial services _ needed in the Rich- 
mond.“We want Services that can 
SerVe the people better in the 
Richmond to be available in the 
Richmond”Wong said. 

For example,- he said，bringing 
the services of an organization like 
Selft Help for the Elderly into the 
Richmond would greatly conven- 
ience the old people living in the 
district. But on the other hand, for 
Chinese for Affirmative Action to 
open a branch in the Richmond 


， would be a needless duplication of 


effort, he said. 
Wong emphasized that he isnt

Wong said. for the young people 
in the Richmond “the greatest 
needs are in the areas of summer 
employment and recreation”He is.

The Community Develop- 
ment Program is also helping new 
immigrants obtain needed job and 
janguage training and more em- 
ployment opportunities. 

Wong said that the program has 
set up two English classes in the 
Richmond for Asian newcomers. 
Also，at the Pine Methodist 
Chureh in the Richmond where he 
works，there is a dualLpurpose 
child care _ center where Asian 
mothers can learn English while 
their children are being looked 
after. In the future， Wong said, he 
hopes to bring some type of mental 
health service into the Richmond. 

Wong also voiced concern over 
the tension felt in certain parts of 
the community brought about by 
the influx of Chinese businesses in 
the Clement St. area of the Rich- 
mond. He said he isnt sure what 
can be done at the moment，but 
that he hopes to play aceonciliatory 
role when the need ealls for his 
participation.

Local Chinese businesses are 
still confined to restaurants and 
grocery stores.

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Riles calls for 
SFUSD reform 


.In a House subcommittee hear- 
ing last Tuesday on the need for 
federal financing of bilingual edu- 
cation in _ California，State Super- ， 
intendent of Public Instruction 
Wilson Riles called for concerted 
action at local，state and federal 
levels to insure that limited or non- 
English-speaking students receive 
education “appropriate to their 
needs.” 

Riles testified that some 50,000 
students in _ California public 
schools do not comprehend 
了 English at all and another 150,000 
have only a jimited compreher- 
sion.“The great majority of these 
children speak Spanish， Portu- 
guese, Tagalog, Cantonese or Jap- 
anese at home and are unable to 
funcetion in the English environ- 
ment of the classroom every day,” 
he stated. 

Riles also charged that San Fran- 
cisco'S public _ school system is 
falling apart and desperately needs 
a "total reform and overhaul.”A 
report released earlier by the 
State Department of 了 ducation 
showed San Francisco student test 
Scores to be below average in most 
areas，even though $250-$400 
more is spent on educating each 
student than in other urban areas.

They always 
carried a bottle of pepper to throw 
attheir (the kids') eyes,” 

George Chang was born in Haw- 
thorne, Nevada, in 1893. His father 
ran a store there and recruited 
Chinese for the mines and rail- 
roads. 


“Chinatown was two blocks long- 


in Hawthorne. ` The Chinese 
worked along the railway and 
traveled back and forth (to and 
from Chinatown).-There were 
gambling houses, opium dens,” he 
Said. 

Chang said Chinatown also 
Served the Indians: He said there 
was a Free Masons organization 
there and two laundries，He let 
Hawthorne in 1905， 

“T_ went back there in 1962. 
There was only one Chinese there， 
a cook. I met one man, my School- 
mate, a Mexican my age he said. 

RETURN TO CHINA 

Chang went back to China to be 
-Schooled in 1917.“MYy old man sent 
me back there. He didnt want me 
to forget China.” 


Ruby 玉 im Tape, 76，was born in 
Marysville, California. Her mother 


was also born in the United States, 


“My grandfather came in the 


1860s to 1870s. He worked in a 
laundry. He made enough to have 
a laundry of his own，and then he 
sent for my father,"” she said. 

“There were two Chinese the- 
atres (in Marysville) playing Chi- 
nese opera, regularly performing. 
Not too many men had families. 
All the families stayed in one 
building. I was born in that build- 
ing. Teenagers (girls) stayed in the 
house; it was not nice to go out.” 

Tape said there were no public 
schools for Chinese. She said the 
Chinese went to a Presbyterian 
Sunday School where they learned 
English. 

“IT did go to school when 工 was 
about seven but the kidqs didnt 
want to play with me. I felt badly. 
Iwandered in the street looking at 
windows，always being late to 
School.”"， 

:NOBODY CARED' 

She said she remembered one 
day she was late for Christmas ex- 
ercise.“I guess I looked terrible， 
(了 veryone was dressed UP except 


her.) They said，'No，you cant 


come in." Nobody cared，what was 
the use? So I didn't go to school. 
That's when they first let Chinese 
children go to school.… 

Tape said she was lucky because 
her mother was more liberal. She 
could go out while other girls 
couldn't. She said her mother sym- 
pathized with her since she also 
had been born in the United States 
and was“cooped up”as a young

In 1918, Tape came to San Fran- 
cisco to attend Heald College and 
also because she had met some San 
Francisco boys. 

One of the most Significant 
events in her life was joining the 
WACs (Womens Army Corps).
